Police of France and Spain on Trail 


of Man Believed to Be Murderer of 


Belle Elmore. 


Bourges, France. July 22.—A young 
woman who com m itted suicide at a 
hotel here on July 13 is now believed 
to have been Ethel Clara Leneve, the 
companion of Dr. Hawley H. Crippen, 
wanted in London on a charge of kill­ 
ing Belle Elmore, his actress wife. 
There are striking points of resem ­ 
blance. 
The woman was a foreigner 
and gave the nam e of Jcane Maze. 
Though posing as a French woman. 
it was recognized that the guest, who 
arrived at the hotel only a short time 
before she killed herself, was not of 
French birth. 
The m atter dropped from public dis­ 
cussion, only to be revived when the 
authorities 
received 
from 
Scatland 
Yard 
photographs of Miss Leneve. 
Those who had seen the body recog­ 
nized in the likeness a rem arkable 
similarity. 
F urther Inquiry stren g th ­ 
ened this theory. 
The young woman arrived at the 
Hotel France on the night of July 13. 
She was beautifully gowned and iii ap­ 
pearance and m anner was a person of 
refinement. 
After w riting her nam e as “Jeanne 
Maze’’ upon the register, she went at 
once to the apartm ent unsigned 
An 
hour later three revolver shots were 
heard by the hotel people. 
Porters 
found her door fastened and broke In­ 
to the room 
Before shooting herself the woman 
had written a note, which was left 
upon the table at which she had been 
seated T he m essage read 
“I request that my identity be not 
sought. 
The cause of my filicide is 
known to me alone. 
I ask to be al­ 
lowed to rest tranquilly In my tomb. I 
am a foreigner. I leave IOO franca to 
defray my funeral expenses. 
Life to 
ma. ala. appeared unsmiling “ 
The young woman Is described as 
a brunette.

CARE OF HARNESS. 


S h o u ld B s U se d P ro p e rly and K e p t In 


S p e c ia l R o o m . 


Very often a funnel is obliged to tis© 
the same h a r n e s s o n different h o i -es, 
says a well known horseman, ami lf 
he m a k e s ihe change Iii a hurry ten 


c h a n c e s to one he does not readjust 
the harness to the second horse, 
lf a 
harness is taken from a large horse 
and then used on a small horse with­ 
out readjustment 
there Is not only 
danger of injuring the b e a s t , but the 
harness is sure to suffer as well. 
Allot bet thing that Is very injurious 
to the harness is to pile the heavy 
parts on top of the bridle after It has 
been hung on the hook. 
The safest 
thing is to have a separate hook for 
the bridle, for this Is the part of the 
harness that should be cared for the 
best. 
A stranger always notices this 
first, and a bridle that Is fastened to 
get her with pieces of wire advertises 
the driver as a shiftless fellow 
The ideal way to care for harness Is 
to build a harness room where the 
leather can he kept free from mois­ 
ture. 
A g(M*d way to build this is to 
ilne It with building paper. 
There 
should he plenty of room, 
lf It Is Itu- 
po-sible to have a harness closet the 
pegs should be as far away from the 
manure as possible, for the gases and 
dampness arising from manure piles 
rot the leather faster than anything 
I know of. 
Every harness should be well oiled 
at least twice a year, so that it will 
be in shape to give the service that 
Is expet ted of It. 
Hie oil works Its 
way to the surface, aud when the har­ 
ness is expose** to it rain this oil is 
washed away 
lf the oil is not re­ 
united from time to time the leather 
will soon dry out and crack. 
I don't believe in washing a harness. 
Washing does little good unless there 
H soap used In the water, and most 
soap has lye In It. which Is hard on 
the leal lier 
The oil soaks into the 
harness mu* h more easily lf it is dry 
than if It is damp 
Of course the liar 
ne-.- must la* cleaned, but this can 
easily lie done without moistening it.
